4 detachment of paramilitary 
guards intervened after workers 
threw themselves in front of a 
tractor being used to mark out 
the area with a trench. In this 
incident 16 people were reported 
injured and one arrest was 
reported. 

Early today about 600 workers 
gathered outside the guard poct 
here, demanding the release of 
the demonstrator, The workers 
were dispersed by riot police 
brought in from Lisbon, about 
160 kilometers west.

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May Be Bargaining Chip for U.S. 
Guantanamo Losing Strategic Value

GUANTANAMO BAY, Cuba, 
Aug. 20 (NYT) —This vast harbor 
on the southeastern coast of 
Cuba, the home of a U.S. naval 
base for the last 79 years, has 
become 2 declining asset for the 
United States in the view of 
top-ranking Navy commanders 
and State Department officials 
cancerned with long-range policy. 

But in interviews last week in 
Washington and here yesterday 
at Navy headquarters, the offi- 
cialis, reflecting Carter adminis- 
tration’ views, said no one expects 
an early change in the status of 
the military outpost. 

‘Time was, and not so long aga, 
that the huge anchorage was con- 
sidered not only strategically es- 
sential to the defense of the 
southeastern approaches of the 
North American continent, but 
also a base from which the United 
States could extend 2 mighty fist 
to work its wil, in the Caribbean 
island republics. 

But on Thursday a State De- 
partment team will open a dip- 
lometic mission in Havana, 500 
miles to the west, beginning a 
process toward normalization of 
relations with Cuba that is ex~ 
pected eventually to end the life 
of the U.S. Navy station here, 
possibly before it celebrates its 
100th ‘birthday. 

‘The base was acquired in 1898 
during the Spanish-American 
War and ceded in 1903 to the 
United States by the government 
of Cuba. 

Strategic Importance 

A State Department official re~ 
marked that with the introduc- 
tion of nuclear missiles and sub< 
marines into modern warfare, tha 
strategio importance of Guanta- 
namo Bay, chosen originally as 3 
coaling station in the age of 
steam-driven ships, was negligible 
—ihe more go, with the establish- 
ment of an anchorage at Puerto 
Rico, 500 miles to the east, during 
World War τι. 

The officials said the United 
States would have been prepared 
to phase out its Guantanamo Bay 
operations 10 years ago if it had 
not been for the antagonism at 
that time between the United 
States and the Cuban govern~ 
ment of Fidel Castro. Now the 
United States wants to retain the 
base at least as a political bar- 
gaining chip. 

In earlier days, Mr. Castro de- 
scribed Guantanamo Bay as ἃ 
dagger pointed at the heart of 
the Cuban revolution, Lately he 
has been treating it more as a 
relatively insignificant wart on 
the body of his nation. 

In ἃ speech in January, 1976, 
at Santiago de Cuba, 60 miles 
west of here, he told visiting Gen. 
Omar Torrijos Herrera, the Pana~ 
manian head of govermment, thet 
he should be patient with the 
United States about obtaining full 
contro] over the U.S.-built Pana- 
ma Canal—just as Mr. Castro 
was being patient about the re- 
turn of Guantenamo Bay to 
Cuban sovereignty. 

Patient Approach 


He and his brother, Defense 
Minister Rau} Castro, repeated 
expressions of patience about the 
naval base earlier this year, 

Nor have Cuban officials raised 
the Guantanamo issue in private 
negotiations with U.S. officials in 
the last three years, State De- 
partment officials said.

Mrs. Kappler Says She Planned 


Nazi's Escape on Spur of Moment 


HAMBURG, Aug. 30 (AP).—The wife of Nazi war criminal 
Herbert Kappler claims that she planned her husband's escape 
from an Italian hospital on the spur of the moment and used 
mountain-climbing gear to lower him from a third-floor window. 

In an ‘interview with Bunte magazine. Mrs. Kappler said 
that she and Italian friends had tried to free her husband last 
year but that the plot was foiled at the last moment. 

The interview, for which Bunte reportedly paid $80,000. is 
to be published in Thursday's issue of the illustrated weekly. 
The magazine released a brief summary of the interview today. 

Mrs. Kappler, who married the former SS colonel in a Rome 
prison in 1972. teld Bunte that ber husband. who has ternuinal 
cancer, was despondent over his health and was considering 


suicide. 


“Poison, which I fervently but fruitlessly begged a doctor 
to administer, seemed to me the only solution,” she was quoted 


as saying. 


According to Bunte, Mrs. Kappler got the idea for the 
escape while in Rome on one of her frequent visits to her 
husband. She said that she thought of it as she was looking 
at her mountaineering equipment in the trunk of her car. 

She claims that.she lowered her husband from the prison 
hospital window on Aug. 15 and fled in a car. The Kapplers

AS HINGTON.—For years 

congressmen unable to get 
the truly vital news of their 
activities back to the home folks 
because of intransigent. stupid 
or vicious report- 
ers have been 
solving the prob- 
Tem by writing 
their own news- 
letters to con- 
stituents. Presi- 
dent Carter is 
now having the 
age-old problem 
with the press. § 
You may receive 
his first newslet- 
ter any day now. 
It will read more or less as fol- 
lows: 

 China—Secretary of State 
Vance came by the White House 
this week right after getting back 
from China where he attended 
very important meetings and ate 
several meals with chopsticks. 
‘Tne national press. which spends 
most of its time swatting at 
gnats, chose to play down his 
trip by saying that nothing was 
accomplished. This is incorrect. 

Not only did Secretary Vance 
prove to the Chinese that he 
could use chopsticks just as capa- 
biy as former Secretary Kissin- 
ger, thereby preventing a serious 
loss of face for the administra- 
tion. but he also completed the 
trip withour incurring 8. serious 
outbreak of war. 

This follows the pattern estab- 
Hished by his trips to Israel and 
the Soviet Union, neither of 
which produced war. These im~ 
portant diplomatic missions have 
shown the world that Secretary 
Vance can travel anywhere with- 
out leading to war. Moreover, 
Secretary Vance is always pleased 
to get back home after his vital 
missions fail to produce war. As 
he said on returning from China 
—in a statement largely ignored 
by the gnat-swatting national 
press—“It’s good to be back.” 

© Energy—The most important 
issue that will face my admin- 
istration js not Bert Lance's 
banking habits, as suggested by 
the gnat-swatters of the national 
press corps—who, by the way, 
are interested only in the most 
trivial matters—but energy. As 
I said the other day to Jim 
Schlesinger, a truly brilliant 
energy expert, “this energy issue 
isn't just for our benefit; it’s for 
our grandchildren and our grand- 
children’s grandchildren.” 

Jim said it brought a lump to 
his throat to hear me say that. 
This struck me as real news. 
After all, Jim has been secretary 
of defense, head of the Atomic 
Energy Commission and chief of 
br CIA. When a man with 

background has a lump 
brought to his throat, it's news. 
Did any investigative reporter

© Music—As you know, I have 
been taking advantage of the 
White House's many self-im- 
provement facilities to expand my 
knowledge of classical music. Last 
week I was listening to Bach’s 
Fifth Brandenburg Concerto 
during my regular meeting with 
the con; ional leaders when 
I noticed that several of the most 
savage breasts in the Congress 
seemed to be unusually soothed. 

Afterward Speaker Tip O'Neill 
took me aside and said, “Mr. 
President, if you would just play 
that concerto for musical saw to 
your next news conference, those 
reporters would be too glassy- 
eyed to think of any trivial ques- 
tions about Bert Lance's banking 
activities.” 

‘Tip was just joking, of course. 
He is a real lover of Bach, as 
well as Haydn, Berlioz, Scarlatti 
and Purcell. as are all the Demo- 
cratic congressional leaders.

ὁ Regional Editers—A fine 
group of regional editors dropped 
by for a visit. ‘These unspoiled 
men and women are the true 
backbone of American journal- 
ism, as they illustrated by the 
questions they asked. 

Instead of harping on such

banking habits, they wanted to 
know about the great issues—how 
I felt about energy for our grand- 
children, whether Secretary of 
State Vance could travel without 
leading to war. whether I found 
Brahms or Mozart more effective 
background music for making 
vital nuclear policy.

Paris Puts Tourists 
In an Exhibition 


PAs CIBT!—in a 1915 preface to ἃ collection of his travel 
writings, Erelyn Waugh wrote, “My own traveling days are 
over, and I do not expect to see many travel books in the near 
future , ,. There is no room far tourists in 2 world of ‘displaced 
Persons.’ Never again, I suppose, shall we land on foreign soll 
with letter of credit and passport ... and feel the world wide 
open before us." 

Waugh was wrong: It is the quality of travel that has 
changed and the tourist has of course flourished, crueliy despised 
by everyone, especially other tourists, Hell, as Sartre remarked 
in another context, is other people. Although we are all at 
some point tourists, we consider ourselves travelers: AS a 
French journalist named Olivier Boissiére says, the tourist is 
always someone else. 

Mr. Boissiére has been observing tourists for a smali exhfbi- 
tion he conceived for the CCI section of the Centre Georges 
Pompidou. The show, held under a gilded mock-up of the legs 
of the Eiffel Tower, with a cast of the Venus de Milo in the 
center, shows Paris as viewed by busloads of Japanese, Russian 
and American tourists. 

Mr, Boissiére’s first idea had been to photograph Paris as 
tourists from each of ths three nationalities photographed it, 
but he realized that three photographs of the Eiffel Tower, 
Notre Dame, etc., would not be aH that fascinating. This 
realization rightly suggests that Paris is unchanged by the 
tourist's eye, that it imposes itself on the tourist, pleasantly 
erushing him, and the exhibition bears this out: There is very 
little difference between what tourists of each of the three 
nationalities do and see. They each attack Paris and Paris 
wins, triumphantly.
